We, Jacek SPSEAQ and Marcin SPSES, are planning to be QRV from Tokelau (ZK3) from the 8th of Octo- 
ber 2014 till the end of month on 80-10m bands. Jacek operates SSB only, while Marcin does SSB and CW. 
The activity is planned for the period of three weeks, however, the exact dates may change due to the uncer- 
tainty of the transportation. 


We have already been granted required entry approvals for the Nukunonu atoll. Tokelau visas, preliminary 
ship booking and local accommodation have also been secured. We expect to get ZK3Q (SP5EAQ) and 
ZK3E (SPS5ES) call signs, which will be confirmed upon arrival at ZK3. Some activity from Apia (SW) is 
planned on the return leg of the trip, in early November 2014. 


There is foreseen participation in CQ WW SSB and Oceania DX Contest. 


Both of us are experienced hams (over 35 years licensed, and both holders of DXCC Honor Roll) and DX- 
peditioners. Jacek's previous activity includes AZEAQ, T30AQ, 3D2MJ, and ZL7/SP5EAQ. Marcin’s previ- 
ous activity includes CR1M from Azores. He also specializes in the World Flora & Fauna program, operating 
over 350 times from over 130 different WFF object (Flora & Fauna Program) entities, many of them activat- 
ed for the first time. He is also a member of SN2B-— multi contest team. 


While we are prepared to meet all the DXpedition financial challenges, we are seeking sponsorship and dona- 
tions from individuals, DX Clubs and organizations towards any air excess baggage charges (known to be 
very high), printing QSL cards, and similar expenses including boat tickets and insurance. This expedition is 
clearly more expensive than the previous ones due to complexity of transportation and floating dates, which 
make advance S5W travel and accommodation booking impossible. At the moment we have valid flight tickets 
up to Apia up with the total budget reaching 10,000 Euro, your donations may help a lot. 


We plan that QSL service would be processed via all possible channels — bureau, direct, LotW and also 
OQRS is planned. 


We will observe the Code of Conduct. 
We offer to put information about our sponsors on the internet page and QSL cards. 


In the case, if DXpedition due some reasons could be not provided, we will return to sponsors all founds re- 
ceived. 


Any info from your organization would be appreciated, also if would be negative.

I just found a new article about an old acquaintance who connected ham radio (me) with dentistry (me 
again).
